FIRST POTATO TAX PAYMENT 


MADE MONDAY 
A significant.event in the history 


of Maine's. agricultural industry} 


took place at Augusta, Monday, 
when S. B, Bishop of Caribou hand- 
ed a check for $2,06 to Bverett 


Maine Development Commission. 
This was the first payment on the 
cent a barrel. tax on potato ship- 
ments, passed by the last Legisla- 
ture, to raise funds for advertising 
and merchandising the great an- 
nual harvest. 

Mr. Bishop shipped the {first car- 
load, of the expected 1937 crop of 
over 50,000,000 bushels last week, 
securing them from growers’ John 
McDaniel, Morton Christensen, 
Charles Raymond and Paul Cyr, 
all of Caribou, There were 206 bar- 
rels of high grade cobblers and 
they were quickly sold in the Bos- 
ton market, . 

Mr, Bishop collected the tax 
from thé growers and drove here 
to give the check to Mr, Greaton. 
This money will be turned over to 
the State Treasfrer but the promo- 
tional activity will be handled by 
the Development Commission. This 
is the first time in the history of 
the State that shipments of a pro- 
duct have been taxed for such a 
purpose, 

On Wednesday an advisory com- 
mittee appointed by the Develop- 
mont Commission {in co-operation 
with the Department of Agricul- 
ture will meet at the State House 
to digcuss and develop a program 
for utilizing this fund,
